1. ON IMPORTANT ZABLODOWSKY T.V. NEWS PROGRAM THIS EVENING, 
ATTORNEY GENERAL OJEDA PAULLADA AND FONSEC RABASA WERE 
INTERVIEWED CONCERNING KIDNAPPING. OJEDA PAULLADA SAID
